PART 1 
GENERAL 


Section 1 - General Instructions 


1.01 - GENERAL 


( 18) Officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of the Canadian Army will wear the uniforms prescribed 
by these orders and instructions. (QR (Army) 17.01) 


25) Variations from the patterns of dress, clothing, 
equipment or badges, as prescribed by these orders and 
instructions, will not be introduced or sanctioned without 
approval of Army Headquarters, (QR(Army) 58.01). Approval 
of such variations will be restricted to those which are 
founded upon real and enduring reasons justifying recogni- 
tion of regimental customs or traditions. 


(3) The dress and appearance of an officer, warrant officer, 
non-commissioned officer or man on all occasions will be such 
as to reflect credit on the army. (QR(Army) 17.02) 


1.02 - PROVISION OF UNIFORM 


(1) Commissioned officers and first class warrant officers 
of the Active Force will, at their own expense, provide them- 
selves with, and mintain, articles of uniform in the required 
quantities, and according to the appropriate sealed patterns. 


(QR(Army) 17.08 


(2) Second class warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of the Active Force will maintain all articles of uniform 
provided under the clothing credit system in good condition 

and up to the quantities authorized. 


1.05 - DRESS - GENERAL OFFICERS, BRIGADIERS AND COLONSLS 


General officers, brigadiers and colonels will wear the 
uniforms, badges and buttons prescribed for their ranks, 
except that: 


(a) colonels may wear the dress of the unit to which 
last affiliated, if Highiand, Scattish, Irish or 
rifle, until worn out or until promotion to prigadier. 
articles of Highland, Scottish, Irish or rifle dress 
will not be replaced.

1.03 - DRESS - GENERAL OFFICERS, BRIGADIERS AND COLONELS (cont'd) 


(b) Corps directors may wear: 
(i) corps or regimental buttons, and 


(ii) corps or unit shoulder badges. 


1.04 - DRESS - EXTRA-REGIMENTALLY EMPLOYED PERSONNEL 


Officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men of The Royal Canadian Armoured Corps, The Royal Canadian 
Artillery (except The Royal Canadian Horse Artillery) and The 
Royal Canadian Infantry Corps, who are extra-regimentally 
employed, will wear the uniform, badges and buttons of the unit 
to which they were first appointed in the active Force, or of 
the unit in which they last served, or of their corps. kExtra- 
regimentally employed personnel of The Royal Canadian Horse 
Artillery will wear the badges and buttons of The Royal Canadian 
Artillery. 


1.05 - WEARING OF UNIFORM 


Gis) Active Force 
(a) Except as otherwise directed: 


(i) an officer, warrant officer, non-commissioned 
officer or man on duty will wear the prescribed 
uniform; 


(ii) an officer, warrant officer, non-commissioned 
officer or man not on duty may wear civilian 
clothes. (QR(Army} 17.04) 


(b) Canadian Army officers seconded or loaned to other 
Government departments will not wear military 
uniform when performing civilian duties for such 
departments. They may, however, wear uniform on 
appropriate occasions. 


(c) The restrictions in sub para (b) will not apply 
to officers seconded or loaned for duty: 


(i) as, or with a Canadian military attache; or 

(ii) when serving with the RCN or RCAF, or when 
serving with naval, army or air services of 
other countries. 


(2) Reserve Force 


No officer, warrant officer, non-commissioned officer or 
man of the Reserve Force will wear uniform except when he is:

1.05 - WEARING OF UNIFORM (cont'd) 


(a) on duty; or 


(b) employed on an official duty which, if he were an 
officer or man of the Active Force, would require 
him to wear uniform; or 


(c) attending an entertainment of a military nature 
or a ceremonial occasion at which the wearing of 
uniform is appropriate. (QR(Army) 17.06) 


(3) Supplementary Reserve, xXeserve Militia and Retired 
List of the Canadian Army 


An officer commanding a command or an area commander 
may grant permission to a former officer, warrant officer, 
non-commissioned officer or man, who has been released, other 
than by reason of misconduct, to wear uniform on occasions 
when the wearing of a uniform is appropriate. (QR(Army) 17.06) 


(4) In Canadian Service Aircraft 


Normally, uniform will be worn by army personnel when 
travelling in Canadian Service aircraft. Personnel will be 
guided by regulations issued by the carrier Service. 


(5) Outside Canada 


(a) The wearing of uniform by personnel of the Canadian 
Army on duty outside Canada will be governed by 
instructions issued from time to time. (QR(Army) 17.04) 


(ob) Personnel who desire to wear uniform while on leave 
outside Canada will request permission to do so. 
(QR(Army) 17.04) 


1.06 - UNAUTHORIZED WEARING OF UNIFORM 


Under Section 438 of the Criminal Code of Canada, it is a 
criminal offence for persons, who without lawful authority: 


(a) wear any uniform of any of Her Majesty's naval, land 
or air forces, or any uniform which is so similar to 
the uniform of the said forces as likely to be 
mistaken therefore; or 


(b>) wear any distinctive mark relating to wounds received 
or service performed in war; or any military medal, 
ribbon, badge, chevron; or any decoration or order 
that is awarded for war services, or any imitation 
thereof, or any mark, device, or thing likely to be 
mistaken for any such mark, medal, ribbon, badge, 
chevron, decoration or order; and 


any person, therefore, who violates this section of the criminal 
code renders himself liable to prosecution. 


1.07 - WEARING OF CIVILIAN CLOTHES ON DUTY 


Cis) Civilian clothes may be worn by officers, warrant 
officers, non-commissioned officers and men while on duty, 
only as prescribed by the Adjutant-General. 


(2) The wearing of part uniform and part civilian clothes 
is prohibited. 


1.08 - SEASONAL DRESS 


The effective dates for the wearing of winter and summer 
dress will be authorized by the General Officer Commanding. 


1.09 = DRESS ON SOCIAL OCCASIONS 


(1%) It is the responsibility of the individual attending 
a social function to ascertain the dress to be worn. The 
wishes of the host should be observed, unless the dress sug- 
gested is inappropriate from a Service point of view. 


(2) When attending a social function as an official 
representative of the army, uniform will be worn. 


1.10 - Spare 


1.11 - BADGES AND INSIGNIA OF OTHER SERVICES 


Officers, warrant officers, non-commissioned officers and 
men, if so qualified by previous service, may wear the pilot or 
aircrew wing or wings of Commonwealth Armed Forces if they are not 
qualified to wear the Army Flying Badge or Canadian Parachute 
Badge. The badges will be of the current authorized design and 
will be worn in the manner prescribed for the Army Flying Badge. 


1.12 - ADOPTION OF DRESS OF AN ALLIED CORPS OR .UNIT 


(1) Corps or units may adopt the dress of their allied corps 
or unit if approved by army Headquarters. However, certain 
features of the dress of British corps or units may not be 
adopted without specific approval of Her Majesty The Queen, and 
such approval will not be anticipated; e.g. the "Royal Stuart" 
tartan and Royal devices such as the Garter and Cypher. ‘The 
undermentioned features awarded these corps or units are inap- 
propriate for Canadian corps or units to adopt: 
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1.12 - ADOPTION OF DRESS OF AN ALLIED CORPS OR UNIT (cont'd) 


(a) honours, such as mottoes, flashes and badges, awarded 
in recognition of conspicuous service in the field; 


(b) devices of Royal personages whose title is not a 
part of the unit title; and 


(c) devices of personages holding honorary appointments 
in the allied corps or unit but not in the Canadian 
corps or vunit. 


(2) When a corps or unit desires to adopt any detail of the 
uniform or the badges of an allied corps or unit, in accordance 
with para (1) above, the following procedure will be adopted: 


(a} the commanding officer, having obtained permission 
from Army Headquarters, may negotiate direct with 
the colonel of the allied corps or unit; 


(bo) upon receipt of his consent, the commanding officer 
will forward a copy of the relevant correspondence 
to Army Headquarters; and 


(c) when the proposal has been finally approved, Army 
Headquarters will so inform the corps or unit 
concerned, who may then adopt the desired detail 
of dress. 


1.13 - HONORARY APPOINTMENTS AND RANKS 


A person holding an honorary appointment or granted 
honorary rank in accordance with QR(Army) 3.06 and 3,07 will 
wear the uniform, badges and buttons of the corps or unit with 
the appropriate badges of rank, i.e., honorary colonels commandant 
and honorary colonels will wear the corps or unit cap and collar 
badges and not the Royal Crest, red cap band and gorget patches. 


1.14 - WEARING OF ROBES WITH UNIFORM 


(1) Except in a theatre of active operations, as designated 
from time to time, the judge advocate at a court martial, if a 
member of the bar, will wear his robes over his uniform. 


(2) An officer, warrant officer, non-commissioned officer 
or man, while attending a university function, may, if entitled, 
wear academic cap, gown and hood over the uniforn. 
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PART 1 
GENERAL 


Section 2 - Orders, Decorations and Medals 


2.01 - GENERAL 


(1) Commanding officers will ensure that personnel wear only 
those orders, decorations, medals and ribbons, to which their 
entitlement has been established. 


(2) When an aide-de-camp is attending the Governor General 
or a Lieutenant Governor who is wearing miniatures, the aide- 
de-camp, if in patrol dress or service dress, will wear ribbons 
only. 


2.02 - WEARING OF ORDERS, DECORATIONS AND MEDALS 


(13) Orders, decorations and medals will be worn on the 
following occasions, but not ina theatre of active 
operations: 
(a} parades, ceremonies or functions, when the 
Sovereign, or the representative of the 
Sovereign, or a member of the British, ora 
foreign Royal family, or the head of a foreign 
state, is present; 


(b) parades in celebration of the birthday or 
coronation of the Sovereign; 


(c) levees and investitures; 

(d) guards of honour; 

(e) courts martial; 

(f) Remembrance Day parades and services; 


(g) military funerals and memorial services 
connected therewith; 


(h) ceremonial parades, if ordered by the commanier 
calling the parade; 


(j) parades which include a religious service; 

(k) military weddings; and 

(1) convocations and graduations, if uniform is worn. 
(2) Orders, decorations and medals will be worn by indi- 
viduals when attending any of the above ceremonies as spectators 


in uniform, unless otherwise ordered. They will not be worn on 
civilian clothes by members of the Active Force. 
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2.02 - WHARING OF ORDERS 


(3) 


DECORATIONS AND Mi#DaALS 


Orders, decorations and medals; 


(a) will be worn on the uniforms with the orders 
of dress prescribed in Part 2, Sections 101, 
102 and 105 and on the Chaplain's scarf; 


(bo) will be worn by an inspecting officer and his 
staff when inspecting a ceremonial parade; and 


(c) may be worn on appropriate occasions by former 
members of the Canadian Army. 


Badges of orders will be worn in the following manner: 


(a) On full dress and patrol dress - the ribbon of 
a neck badge is worn round the neck, inside and 
under the collar of the tunic or jacket, so 
that the badge hangs outside and about 3/4 
inch below the collar. If in possession of 
more than one order, the badge of the highest 
grade will be worn in the manner described 
above; the remainder will be worn according 
to grade, one below the other, each suspended 
by a ribbon emerging about 4/4 inch below the 
buttons of the tunic or jacket. A small eye 
will be stitched inside the garment to which 
the ribbon is fastened by a hook; or the 
ribbon may be pinned to the lining of the jacket 
with a safety pin. 


(b) On mess dress - only one neck decoratidn may be 
worn with mess dress. It will be worn with the 
ribbon round the neck, inside and under the collar 
of the jacket, so that the badge hangs outside and 
about 3/4 inch below the collar. All orders will 
be worn in miniature with any decorations and 
medals on the left breast of the mess jacket in 
One horizontal line, 1 inch below the point of the 
shoulder, suspended from a bar of which no part 
can be seen. 


(c) On service dress, summer service dress and battle- 
dress - the ribbon, with the badge attached, will be 
worn round the neck with the ribbon under the shirt 
collar and the badge over the tie (Chaplain's - 
over the clerical stock). If in possession of more 
than one badge, the badge of the highest grade will 
be worn in this manner; a second badge may be worn 
with service dress and summer service dress below 
the senior badge, suspended from a ribbon emerging 
about 43/4 inch below the top button-hole of the 
jacket. A small eye will be stitched inside the 
garment to which the ribbon will be fastened by 
a hook or the ribbon may be pinned to the lining 
of the jacket with a safety pin. 


(d) On evening dress - only one badge, usually the 
senior one, unless a junior one would appear to be 
more appropriate to the occasion, is worn. fThe ribbon, 
preferably of miniature width, from which the badge 
is suspended, is worn under the white tie, the badge

hanging about 1 inch below. All neck badges 
are also worn in miniature, with any miniature 
decorations and médals, on the left breast. 


(e) Miniatures of orders will not be worn as neck 
decorations. Full size neck decorations which, 
on account of their number cannot be worn as 
such, will not be worn on the breast. 


G5.) Appropriate orders, decorations and medals will 

be worn on the left breast of the jacket or blouse. The 
overall length of each ribbon and badge will be 4 inches. 
The bars and clasps will be fastened to the ribbons. The 
first bar or clasp earned will be worn nearest the badge; 
additional bars will be spaced proportionately on the 
ribbon with the uppermost 1/zZ inch from the top. The bar 
upon which the ribbons are mounted will not exceed 6 1/4 
inches in width. When the badges of orders, decorations 
and medals cannot, on account of their number, be suspended 
so as to be fully exposed, they are to overlap with the 
Senior one fully exposed. 


(6) In mounting orders, cGecorations and medals either of 
the following methods may be used: 


(a) Loose mounting - the ribbons of the orders, 
decorations and medals, with the required 
length of ribbons exposed, are Sewn Over a 
brooch pin bar, the badges hanging free. 
(Figure) 


(bo) Court mounting - orders, decorations and medals 
are mounted as for loose mounting, but ona 
special frame brooch, the width of which will 
be determined by the number of orders, decora- 
tions and medals; the overall length, 4 inches. 
The ribbon is extended over the back of the 
frame and up the front and sewn so that it 
covers the frame behind the medals. The medals 
are sewn to the frame which should reach approxi- 
mately to their centre. This method of mounting 
prevents the chipping of enamelled surfaces.

(8) The method of wearing orders, decorations and 
medals is shown in Figure 2. Stars and neck badges 
are shown in order of seniority. When two stars are 
worn, they should be worn one directly below the other, 
the star of the senior order being at the top; when 
three stars are worn, they may be worn either with 

the senior star on top with the two junior stars in 
line beneath, or with the two senior stars in line

2.03 - WEARING OF RIBBONS 


Cn) When ribbons are worn without medals, they will be 
7/16 inch in length, and will be placed on the uniform as 
detailed in the table below.

NOTE: (a) The ribbons may be mounted on a piece of material similar 


to that of the garment which in turn is stitched to the 
garment proper. 


(2) Ribbons will be worn in the order of precedence as 
aid down in the table to article 2.12. 


(3) Ribbons will be worn in rows, not more than 1/3 inch 
apart. The number of ribbons to be worn in one row is 
largely governed by the physique of the individual and the 
type of garment worn at any particular time. Subject to the 
following conditions, the appropriate grouping of ribbons 
will remain a matter for decision according to the needs of 
individual cases: 


(a) no ribbons will be fully obscured by the lapel 
of the garment; 


(b) except when inconsistent with (a) above, up to 
five ribbons will be worn in one row; or 
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2.03 - WEARING OF RIBBONS (cont'd) 


(c) when five ribbons cannot be worn in one 
row without fully obscuring one or more 
of them, they will be worn in two rows = 
two ribbons above and three below; 


(d) ribbons will not be arranged in more rows 
than are necessary to comply with (a) 
above; 


(e) when more than one row of ribbons are worn, 
no row will be shorter than the row above; and 


(f) succeeding rows or portions thereof will, 
where possible in accordance with (a) above, 
be placed centrally above the first or other 
completed rows. 


(4) Ribbons of orders, when the ribbon alone is worn, 
will be the width of the 3rd class in a three-class order 
(e.g. CB, CMG), and the 5th class in a five-class order 
(e.g. MBE). 


(5) Ribbons will be worn without a covering of any 
kind, e.g. cellophane. 


(6) The method of wearing ribbons is illustrated in 
Figure 3.

iitiniatures of all orders, decorations and medals will be worn. 


( 5} Miniatures of orders, decorations and medals will be 
mounted aud worn in the following manner: 


(a) on the left lapel of the coat, extending from the 
right edge of the lapel to the left shoulder seam

(>) by service women in a manner similar to that

(c) miniatures will be one half the dimension of the 
full size orders, decorations and medals, (except 
where the statutes of an order provide otherwise), 
and any emblems worn with miniatures will conform 
LO the reduced size.

worn witn the lower edge (or points of the stars) 
iielLine. ine roveratLrleleul Of Ine Tabbons ‘and 
miniature orders, decorations or medals should be 
3 inches. The bars and clasps will be fustened to 
tne ribvons. ‘The first bar or clasp earned will be 
worn nearest the badge; additional bars will be 
spaced proportionately on the ribvon with the upper- 
most # inch from the top. The bar upon which the 
ribbons are mounted will vary in length with the 
humber of miniatures; but in no case will it project 
beyond either the right edge of the lapel or the 
shoulder seam of the jacket. When the miniatures 
cannot, On account of their number, be suspended from 
the bar so as to be fully seéh,etneyawill be sover- 
lapped with the senior decoration fully exposed. 
Miniatures of orders, decorations and medals may be 
worn either loose mounted, or court mounted, as 
described in article 2.02 (6).

2.06 - NON-MILITARY DECORATIONS AND MEDALS 


The wearing of non-military decorations and 
medals is governed by QR(Army) 18.01 and 18.12. 


2.07 - Spare 


2.08 - FOREIGN ORDERS, DECORATIONS AND MEDALS 


The following instructions apply to the wearing 
of foreign orders, decorations and medals: 


(a) the star of a foreign order will be worn on 
appropriate occasions, on the right or left 
breast, in accordance with the regulations 
laid down by the Sovereign or the head of 
the state by whom it is conferred. In foreign 
countries, Canadian officers should wear their 
foreign stars when foreign officers wear them; 
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2.08 - FOREIGN ORDERS, DECORATIONS AND MEDALS (cont'd) 


(b) when attending a function organized by or for 
the representative of a foreign state, the neck 
decoration of that foreign state, in possession 
of the wearer, should be worn rather than the 
senior British decoration. For instance, it 
would be more appropriate for the holder of a 
Legion of Honour to wear it at an official 
dinner at the French Embassy in place of the 
senior order usually worn. 


2.09 - BARS AND CLASPS WORN WITH ORDERS, 
DECORATIONS AND MEDALS 


Bars and clasps to decorations and medals are worn 
to denote the subsequent awarding of an honour or the 
participation in a particular portion of a campaign for 
which a medal is awarded. The method of wearing bars and 
clasps is described in article 2.02 (5). Decorations 
and medals for which bars or clasps are issued are denoted 
by an asterisk (&) in the table to article 2.12.

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PART 3 
ITEM OF DRESS AND METHOD OF WEAR 


Section 204 - Badges and Buttons 


204.01 - GENERAL 


(1) Badges and buttons are described in Appendix "A", 
Badges and Buttons will not be procured until approval of 
their design has been obtained from Army Headquarters. 


(2) Authorization of new corps and regimental badges 
and buttons will be published in Supplements to Canadian 
Army Orders. 


204.02 - DESIGN SPECIFICATIONS 


When new designs or alterations to existing designs 
of badges and buttons are desired, the following information 
will be submitted to Army Headquarters: 


(1) Metal Badges and Buttons 
(a) A sketch of the badge or button, 


(bo) type of badge, (cap, collar or shoulder), 


(c) dimensions, extreme height and width of the 
badge and of devices and letters on both badges 
and buttons, 


(d) nature of metal desired, 


(e) description of the badge and button design, 
including history and symbolic significance 
of the component parts. 


(2) Cloth Shoulder Badges 


A sketch, or preferably a coloured drawing of the 
shoulder badge, actual size. 


204.03 - FACTORS GOVERNING DESIGN 


The following factors will govern approval of 
designs of badges and buttons: 


(1) General 


(a) Each badge or button should have one dominant 
feature which should be the distinctive device 
of the corps or unit. The other elements 
should be as few in number as possible in order 
to simplify reproduction, avoid confusion of detail, 
and to maintain significance and individuality.

204.03 - FACTORS GOVERNING DESIGN (cont'd) 


(b) The name of the unit, which is an essential 
part of the badge, should be displayed on 
anscrol)sor-annulus. 


(c} It is incorrect to embody in the design any 
scroll or annulus without a name, motto or 
other inscription. All inscriptions must 
read continuously. i 


(d) The Crown, if borne on badges or buttons, 
will conform to the design authorized in 
Canadian Army Order 64-5, and will be not 
less than 1/4 the total height of the badge 
or button. The Crown expresses the 
sovereignty of Her Majesty the Queen and 
will not be surmounted by any other feature, 
although it may be placed upon a maple leaf 
or other emblem. The use of the Crown requires 
Royal assent. 


(e) Royal assent is also required before any motto 
may be used by a corps or unit. When the use 
of a motto is sought, traditional or other 
reasons in support of the request must be 
advanced. The fact that the motto was previously 
worn by a unit or corps which is perpetuated by 
the petitioning unit is considered a sufficient 
reason for submission. 


(f) The motto "HONI SOIT QUI MAL Y PENSE" only will 
be used on the garter. 


(g) Maple leaves, if used, will conform to the 
standard maple leaf outlined in Canadian Army 
Order 64-1. 


(nh) As corps or regimental badges and buttons are 
common to all units forming part thereof, it 
will not be permissible for a number or numeral 
to be borne thereon except in the case of a 
regiment where a number is part of the regimental 
title as a whole, e.g., 8th Princess Louise's 
(New Brunswick) Hussars (5th Armoured Regiment). 


(j}) The adoption of badges or buttons of an allied 
corps or unit will be governed by the instructions 
contained in article 1.1l2. 


ay Cap and Collar Badges (Metal 


(a) Badges are restricted to brass, white metal, 
bronze or black oxidized metal, except that 
badges for officers and first class warrant 
officers may be gilt, silver or enamel. 


(b) Cap badges should not exceed approximately 2 
inches in height and 2 inches in width.

204.03 - FACTORS GOVERNING DESIGN (cont'd) 


(c) Collar badges should not exceed 1 1/2 
inches in height and 11/2 inches in 
width. When the collar badge is a 
miniature of the cap badge, it should 
be not less than 1/2 and not more than 
3/4 the size of the cap badge. 


(3) Buttons 


(a) Buttons are restricted to brass, white 
metal, bronze or black composition, except 
that buttons for officers may be of gilt 
or silver. 


(b) Button designs should include only the 
feature device of the cap or collar badge. 
However, in special cases the designation, 
motto or other pertinent feature may also 
be included. 


(4) Metal Shoulder Badges 


(a) Metal shoulder badges should not exceed 
2 inches in length. The letter height 
should be not more than 1/2 inch for one 
line and not more than 1/4 inch for a 
two line badge. 


(bo) The designation may be one of the following, 
as appropriate: 


(i) letters designating corps or unit, e.g., 
RCA, PPCLI, 


(ii) a descriptive word from the designation, 
e.g., for Loyal Edmonton Regiment, 
"EDMONTON", 


(iii) the authorized abbreviation of the 
designation, e.g., "48 HIGHRS". 


(5) Cloth Shoulder Badges 


(a) The outside dimensions should not exceed 6 
inches in width and 2 inches in height. 


(bd) Material will be of melton cloth with 
embroidered lettering. 


(c) The corps designation, or unit designation 
in the case of units of The Royal Canadian 
Armoured Corps and The Royal Canadian Infan- 
try Corps, will be used on the badge. The 
lettering will be of a size to permit recog- 
nition at a reasonable distance. Script 
lettering will not be used.

DESCRIPTIVE DETAIL - ITEMS OF DRESS 


GENERAL 


In this part, descriptive detail has been included 
for those items which are not normally supplied through 
QM stores, and which are not of standard commercial 
design and therefore not readily available from the 
civilian trade. Particulars of badges and buttons and 
full dress uniforms for Active Force military bands 
however, are given in Appendices "A" and "E" respectively. 


Garments manufactured by military tailors will 
conform in all respects to the descriptions given, and 
to the Canadian Army specifications where mentioned in 
these instructions. Copies of the Canadian Army 
specifications referred to my be obtained by military 
tailors from:

"affronte" means a beast or object so placed as to show 
its full front to the observer; 


"annulus" means a double circle; 


"charge" means any device or figure which is placed on 
a heraldic shield or any other object in an armorial 
composition; 


"charged" means any shield or other object on which a 
charge has been placed. The shield or object is 
then said to be "charged"; 


"chief" means the top portion of a shield divided by a 
line drawn parallel to the top line of the shield, 
about one-third of its length in depth; 


"couped" means, generally, that any limb or charge is 
severed or trimmed off with a clean cut as opposed 
to "erased" or torn off; a head is couped at the 
neck, normally; 


"demi-lion" means the top half of a lion cut across in 
a manner that leaves no portion of the lower limbs 
or trunk showing; the portion of the tail which is 
severed by the cut in the case of a lion being 
"rampant" or "forcene" should also be shown; 


"device" means a drawing, design or figure of emblematic 
or heraldic design; a motto; 


"dexter" means the right hand side of the shield from the 
standpoint of the man behind it; opposite to 
"sinister: 

"ensigned" means having a crown or coronet placed over 
it and in such a manner that the crown or coronet 
appears in free suspension; 

"erased" means torn off and leaving ragged edges; 


"forcene" means a horse or other animal rearing upon 
its hind legs;

Boots 


(a) Officers and first class warrant officers will wear 
plain brown leather ankle boots with or without 
the toe caps, except that officers and first class 
warrant officers of the following corps and regi- 
ments will wear black ankle boots:

(ii) Highland, Scottish and Irish regiments,

(b) Second class warrant officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men will wear black boots of the 
regulation pattern.

(a) Officers and first class warrant officers will wear 
plain brown leather shoes, with or without toe caps, 
except that officers and first class warrant officers 
of the Royal Canadian Armoured Corps, rifle regiments 
and Highland, Scottish and Irish Regiments will wear 
black shoes.

Full dress uniforms authorized for Active Force military bands 
are detailed in Appendix "E", 


(5) Mess Dress 


(a) The mess dress jacket, waistcoat and cummerbund for officers 
will be of the patterns described in Part h, Section 301, 
with rank embellishments as detailed in Table 1 to this 
article. Except for general officers, brigadiers and colonels, 
the waistcoat and cummerbund to be worn with mess dress will 
be of corps or regimental colour. 


(b) Colours of waistcoats and cummerbunds are detailed in 
Table 2 to this article. 


(c) Overalls or patrol dress trousers, as detailed in Appen- 
dix "C", will be worn with mess dress, except that officers 
of Highland, Scottish and Irish regiments will wear 
either kilt or trews, as authorized. 


(d) A white dress shirt will be worn with mess dress. 
(e) The cummerbund is for wear when the waistcoat is not worn. 


(f) The procurement of mess dress is voluntary and each individ- 
ual officer will be entirely free to decide whether or not 
he wishes to provide himself with it. If commanding officers 
order officers of their corps or regiment to provide them- 
selves with mess dress, the commanding officer concerned will. 
personally bear the whole cost. 


(g) Pre war mess dress may be worn only if appropriate to 
rank, corps or regiment of the officer wearing it. However, 
when new mess dress is purchased, it will be of the pattern 
described in these orders and instructions.

(ad) A white strip collar to show 1/8 inch above the 
collar of the jacket, will be worn by officers and 
may be worn by warrant officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men, with the patrol dress jacket, 
except as otherwise ordered. 


(e) The wearing of overalls by officers is optional. 


Service Dress 


(a) General officers, brigadiers and colonels will 
wear service dress when ordered and may wear 
it on other occasions. 


(b) Service dress may be worn by other officers and 
first class warrant officers when not on parade 
with troops. Officers and first class warrant 
officers of Highland, Scottish and Irish regi- 
ments may wear kilts or trews, as ordered, with 
the service dress doublet. 


Summer Service Dress 


(a) Summer service dress will be of authorized 
pattern. . 


(b) Personnel of Highland, Scottish and Irish regi- 


ments may wear trews or kilts, as ordered, with 
the summer service dress doublet.
